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REMARKS 

Claims 1-14 are pending in this application. Claims 12-14 are currently withdraw 
from further consideration. By this Amendment, the title and claims 1 and 3 are amended. 
No new matter is added. Reconsideration in view of the above amendments and the 
following remarks is respectfully requested. 

I. Formal Matters 

The Office Action objects to the title as not being descriptive. The title is amended to 
obviate the objection. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner 
withdraw the objection. 

II. Rejections under $112, First and Second Paragraph 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-1 1 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement; and rejects claims 1-11 under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 12, second paragraph, as failing to set forth the subject matter which applicants regard as 
their invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 are amended to recite "forming a wiring above a first substrate and a 
plurality of first pad electrodes so as to be connected to the wiring" and "forming electrical 
circuit wiring above the second substrate and a plurality of second pad electrodes so as to be 
connected to the electrical circuit wiring," respectively, in order to obviate the §112, first and 
second paragraph, rejections. This amendment is supported at least at page 2, paragraph 
[0006], lines 2-5 of the present specification. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw the above 
§1 12, first and second paragraph, rejections. 

III. Rejection under S112, Second Paragraph 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-11 imder 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite. Specifically, the Office Action alleges that the claims are more directed to 
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transferring an electrical component than to actually manufacturing a circuit board. Applicant 
respectfully traverses this rejection. 

Specifically, Applicant asserts that the preamble, "a circuit board manufacturing 
method," as recited in at least claim 1, particularly points out the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention, hi particular, the claims are not merely directed to 
transferring a transfer chip because claim 1 includes a step o f forming a transfer chip , which 
constitutes a part of a method of manufacturing a circuit board. Thus, Applicant asserts that 
the preamble, "a circuit board manufacturing method," as recited in at least claim 1, is proper. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw the §1 12, 
second paragraph, rejection. 
IV. Conclusion 

Li accordance with the above remarks. Applicant submits that claims 1-11 define 
patentable subject matter. Thus, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw 
all objections and rejections. 

Furthermore, Applicant earnestly solicits rejoinder of claims 12-14. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of claims 1-14 are 
eamestly solicited.
